Dear Mr. Wilson: . . 

It is vith a heavy heart, that I read your coriimunication 
of 13 April, to Congressman Howard and make no mistake 
about that. 

Seriously, it is difficult to know whether or not the 
facts refered to in my letters are innocuous, because 
there is no available evidence to indicate these matters 
v;ere ever investigated ( radio log items enclosed )• 

Since my first inquiries several years ago, both the 
Dallas Police Departinent and the Department of Justice 
have refused to address themselves to the specific items 
mentioned in my customary correspondence. If my letters 
were numerous, it was probably due to the fact that they 
have alx-rays been answered in generalities. 

The assurance that the Commission was thorough and that 
the evidence amply supports its conclusions, is I think, 
comparable to a defendant proclaiming his innocence before 
the court. The case still has to be proven. 

1 have presented specific instances from CE-705 and CE"197A 
vdiere suspect persons and vehicles v/ere reported and 
because I could not find any investigative reports in the 
twenty-six volumes of the Comraissions report, v;hich relate 
to them, 1 brought my case to the Justice Departinent. 

You say this information is included in the Commissions 
report. I would challango you to produce it, or evidence 
that such documents are in the Notional Archives. Neither 
myself, other researchers, or the employees of the National 
Archives have been able to locate it. 

My question is a simple one. V/ere they or v/ere they not 
investigated? If they vrere, such reports should be in the 
Archives, but one hae yet to find them. •! v7o\ild assttrae 
that if police officers were dispatched to the scene where 
these suspects were reported, they V70tild conduct at least 
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« cursory ix^vestlsatlon. Are these facts 

and if so, x^hy are the reports concemlnt, them being 

suppressed?
